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2005  TNA  ELECTION  PROCEDURES 


The  mailing  date  and  election  date  given  in  the  November/ December  TNA 
News  was  modified  to  the  dates  shown  below  by  TNA  Board  action  on 
November  20,  2004. 

Official  ballots  will  be  mailed  to  the  membership  on  April  1,  2005.  Only  TNA 
members  will  receive  ballots  and  payment  of  dues  2005  dues  by  March  31, 
2005  is  a  requirement  for  membership.  Ballots  must  be  received  by  the  TNA 
Secretary’s  office  by  April  25,  2005  in  order  to  be  counted  in  the  election. 
There  is  no  provision  for  a  run  off  election  in  the  TNA  By-Laws  so  that  in 
the  event  of  multiple  candidates  for  the  same  office,  the  candidate  receiving 
the  most  votes  will  be  declared  the  winner.  In  the  event  of  a  tie  vote  for  any 
office,  the  winning  candidate  will  be  chosen  by  the  outgoing  Board  of 
Directors.  The  results  of  the  election  will  be  announced  at  the  Annual 
Membership  Meeting  held  in  conjunction  with  the  Annual  Convention  in 
May. 

The  By-Laws  also  provide  for  write-in  candidates  for  the  five  state  offices 
only.  Write-in  nominations  may  be  made  in  writing  by  any  member  and 
accompanied  by  the  written  consent  of  the  write-in  candidate  must  be  filed 
with  the  Secretary  at  least  1 5  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  election.  This  date 
is  April  10,  2005  as  the  date  of  the  election  is  defined  as  the  final  date  for 
receiving  ballots  which  is  April  25,  2005.

A  veteran  of  the 
U.S.  Army,  he  has  a  Bachelors  Degree  in  History,  and  also  a  Master  of 
Ministries  and  a  Doctor  of  Ministries  Degree  in  Bible  History.  In  the  courses 
he  teaches,  he  incorporates  the  use  of  both  ancient  and  modem  coins  to 
enhance  and  enthuse  his  students. 

For  District  111  Governor  -  no  nomination. 

For  District  IV  Governor  -  Mike  Egger:  A  resident  of  Lago  Vista,  Mike 
is  the  incumbent  Governor.  He  is  a  Life  Member  of  the  TNA  and  the  ANA 
and  a  member  of  the  Williamson  County  Club,  the  Capital  City  Coin  Club, 
the  Bellaire  Coin  Club  and  a  Vietnam  era  Vet.  He  is  currently  a  home 
builder  in  the  Austin  area  and  owner  of  MAD  COfNS. 

For  District  V  Governor  -  Lawrence  Herrera:  A  resident  or  Dallas, 
Lawrence  is  the  incumbent  Governor.  A  member  of  the  Dallas  Coin  Club, 
having  served  as  the  Secretary/Treasurer,  Vice  President,  President  and 
Board  Member,  Lawrence  is  also  a  member  of  the  Mid-Cities  Coin  Club  and 
the  Northeast  Tarrant  County  Coin  Club  and  has  worked  as  a  volunteer  at 
both  the  Dallas  and  TNA  Coin  Shows.  A  current  collector  of  U.S.  type 
coins,  he  collected  Buffalo  Nickels  and  Mercury  Dimes  in  his  pre-teen  years. 
He  became  interested  in  collecting  coins  again  in  1996  when  he  stopped  by  a 
coin  shop  for  a  birthday  present  for  a  coin  collecting  friend.  He  has  a 
Bachelor  of  Ails  from  Rice  University  and  a  Doctor  of  Jurisprudence  from 
the  University  of  Texas  and  has  a  solo  practice  representing  individuals  in 
consumer  bankruptcies. 

For  District  VI  Governor  -  Ed  Stevens:  A  resident  of  Houston,  Ed  is 
currently  Secretary  of  the  Bellaire  Coin  Club,  a  Past  President  of  the 
Pasadena  Coin  Club  and  member  of  the  Greater  Houston  Coin  Club.  He  has 
been  a  collector  since  age  1 1  and  his  current  interests  are  in  pre-1900  U.S. 
type  coins,  early  Texas  notes,  and  large  size  federal  currency.  Ed  is  retired 
from  a  major  oil  company  after  25  years  of  service  and  sees  his  service  to  the 
TNA  as  an  opportunity  to  serve  the  numismatic  community  in  developing 
continuing  programs  that  will  benefit  both  collectors  and  non-collectors. 

For  District  VII  Governor  -  Frank  Galindo:  A  resident  of  San  Antonio, 
Frank  has  been  District  Governor  for  the  past  22  years.  He  is  an  Honorary

Frank  has  originated  several  special  programs 
aimed  at  young  numismatists.  Frank  also  serves  as  the  TNA’s  Medals 
Officer,  designing  our  annual  medals  as  well  as  the  current  TNA  logo.

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The  Confederate  Half  Dollar 
&  J.  W.  Scott  Restrikes

During  the  “War  Between  the  States”,  our  nation  was  tom  apart  for  political, 
moral,  and  economic  reasons,  after  13  states  seceded  from  the  Union  and 
formed  the  Confederate  States  of  America.  It  was  our  nations  most  divisive 
and  bloody  conflict. 

The  Confederate  Half  Dollar  is  the  only  coin  bearing  an  original  Confederate 
design  which  was  actually  struck  at  a  Confederate  mint  during  the  war.  It  is 
the  lone  surviving  numismatic  record  of  a  nation  of  9  million  people  who 
maintained  a  precarious  existence  in  the  face  of  overwhelming  odds  for 
nearly  4  Vi  years! 

The  story  of  the  infamous  coins  actually  begins  in  1838,  with  the 
establishment  of  three  southern  branch  mints,  and  the  striking  of  coins  at  the 
new  mints  was  begun.  The  new  mints  were  in  Charlotte  North  Carolina  “C”, 
Dahlonega,  Georgia  “D”,  and  New  Orleans,  Louisiana  “O”.  Of  these  three, 
only  the  New  Orleans  mint  struck  silver  coins,  and  in  early  1861,  330,000 
Liberty  Seated  Half  Dollars  were  struck  there  while  still  under  the  authority 
of  the  U.S.  Government.  As  the  individual  states  which  were  later  to  form 
the  Confederacy  seceded  from  the  Union,  the  state  authorities  seized  the 
Federal  Mint  at  New  Orleans  and  Dahlonega,  and  occupied  them,  followed 
by  the  Federal  mint  at  Charlotte.  When  these  states  joined  the  C.S.A.,  all  of 
the  assets  of  the  mints,  including  the  bullion,  were  turned  over  to  the 
confederacy.  On  February  28,  1861,  the  New  Orleans  Mint  staff  swore 
allegiance  to  the  Confederacy,  following  which  1,240,000  more  half  dollars 
were  struck  for  the  State  of  Louisiana,  under  the  supervision  of  Anthony  J. 
Guirot.  The  C.S.A.  retained  mint  superintendent  William  A.  Elmore,  who 
then  authorized  an  additional  962,633  half  dollars.  In  total,  there  were 
2,532,533  1861-0  Half  Dollars  struck,  approximately  87%  of  which  were 
struck  after  Louisiana’s  secession.  Except  for  a  single  variety  (Breen  4906), 
which  has  a  distinct  die  crack,  from  the  rim  to  the  bridge  of  the  nose,  close  to 
the  seventh  star,  these  are  generally  indistinguishable  from  the  Union  issues. 
In  March  1861,  C.S.A.  Treasury  Secretary  C.G.  Memminger  solicited 
designs  for  half  dollar  dies.  The  design  he  approved  of  combined  the  Union 
obverse  type,  with  an  original  confederate  design,  which  was  prepared  and 
then  engraved  on  a  working  die  by  A.H.M.  Patterson,  an  engraver  and  die- 
sinker  in  New  Orleans.  The  central  device  in  the  Confederate  Half  Dollar 
was  formed  by  a  shield.  At  the  top  of  the  shield  are  seven  stars,  representing 
the  original  seven  seceding  states.  In  order  of  their  secession,  they  were 
South  Carolina,  Mississippi,  Florida,  Alabama,  Georgia,  Louisiana  and 
Texas.  Below  the  stars  are  15  vertical  stripes,  representing  the  15  southern 
states.  The  first  7  represent  the  original  7  seceding  states.  The  next  6  stripes 
represent  the  remaining  six  states  which  were  later  admitted  to  complete  the 
Confederate  States  of  America.  They  were  (in  order  of  admission)  Virginia, 
Tennessee,  North  Carolina,  Arkansas,  Missouri,  and  Kentucky.  The  final  2 
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stripes  represented  the  border  states  of  Delaware  and  Maryland,  while  not 
seceding,  were  sympathetic  to  the  Confederate  cause. 


A  pole  extends  from  the  top  of  the  shield,  and  is  surmounted  by  a  Phygerian 
Cap.  The  shield  is  surrounded  by  a  wreath  composed  on  the  left  side  of 
cotton,  and  on  the  right  by  a  stalk  of  sugar  cane.  Of  course,  the  legend 
surrounding  it  reads  “Confederate  States  of  America”,  and  “HALF  DOL”  on 
the  bottom. 

In  April  1861,  before  the  mint  was  occupied,  Union  sympathizers  among  the 
mint’s  employees  sabotaged  a  lot  of  the  equipment,  and  the  main  coinage 
press  and  many  of  the  existing  dies  were  extensively  damaged.  Because  of 
the  high  relief  on  the  Confederate  die,  it  was  thought  that  the  main  coining 
press  had  been  damaged  too  much  to  bring  up  the  proper  relief,  so  a  hand 
screw  press  was  selected  to  strike  the  initial  coins.  The  foreman  of  the 
coining  room,  named  Conrad  Schmidt,  then  prepared  the  Confederate  die  for 
press,  burnishing  it  and  the  Union  obverse  die  to  create  proofs,  but  he  noted 
that  the  obverse  die  was  already  cracked  from  the  rim  to  bridge  of  the  nose, 
close  to  the  seventh  star.  This  pair  of  dies  was  then  used  to  strike  the  four 
Confederate  Half  Dollar  proofs  which  were  then  distributed  to  VIP’s  for  their 
review  and  perhaps  their  approval.  One  of  the  coins  was  given  to  Secretary 
Memminger,  who  passed  it  on  to  Jefferson  Davis.  This  is  the  coin  which  was 
seized  by  Union  soldiers  upon  his  capture,  as  the  war  ended.  A  second  coin 
was  given  to  Professor  J.L.  Riddell  of  the  University  of  Louisiana.  The  third 
coin  was  given  to  a  Dr.  E.  Ames,  a  New  Orleans  physician.  The  fourth  coin 
and  both  obverse  and  reverse  dies  were  kept  by  Dr.  B.F.  Taylor,  a  physician 
and  also  the  Chief  Coiner  at  the  New  Orleans  Mint.  After  striking  the  four 
proofs,  the  project  was  suspended  pending  further  approval  from  the 
Treasury  Secretary,  which  oddly  enough,  never  came.  In  the  wake  of  the 
bloody  conflict  and  the  more  pressing  matters  of  financing  the  war,  it’s  quite 
possible  that  the  formal  approval  of  the  coinage  process  bearing  the  new 
designs  may  have  simply  become  a  low  priority.  In  the  meantime,  the 
cracked  Union  obverse  die  remained  in  the  press,  one  of  the  regular  union 
reverses  were  inserted,  and  the  production  of  half  dollars  using  the  union  dies 
continued  during  the  month,  and  it  created  another  variety,  as  the  union  die 
continued  to  crack  further  between  the  foot,  rim,  adjacent  stars,  and  through 
the  bases  of  HALF  DOL.  In  the  path  of  the  rapidly  advancing  Union  Army, 
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the  mint  closed,  on  April  30,  1861,  and  the  remaining  gold  and  silver  (coined 
and  un-coined)  was  removed  by  CSA  forces,  and  shipped  to  safety  before  the 
Union  troops  closed  in  and  seized  the  facility. 

Fast  forward  to  January  1879.  A  coin  collector  in  Philadelphia  named 
Ebenezer  Mason  wrote  an  article  on  the  Confederate  Half  dollar,  and  by 
chance,  it  was  read  by  Dr.  Taylor,  the  former  chief  coiner  for  the  mint,  who 
had  managed  to  survive  the  war.  He  provided  additional  details  on  the  coins 
and  still  held  onto  one  of  the  specimens  the  confederate  reverse  die,  the 
obverse  die  having  long  been  confiscated  by  federal  troops  at  the  end  of  the 
war.  He  also  indicated  in  his  correspondence  with  Mr.  Mason  that  he  would 
be  willing  to  sell  them.  In  an  effort  to  verify  the  authenticity  of  the  coin,  Mr. 
Mason  wrote  a  letter  to  Jefferson  Davis,  who  confirmed  the  Confederate  Half 
Dollar  with  the  following  reply: 

Sir, 

"I  had  a  confederate  coin.  It  was  in  my  wife ’s  trunk  when  it  was  rifled  by  the 
Federal  Officers  on  board  the  prison  ship  on  which  she  was  detained  at 
Hampton  Roads  before  and  after  my  confinement  in  Fortress  Monroe.  The 
coin,  some  medals  and  other  valuables  were  stolen  at  that  time.  Whether  the 
coin  be  the  same  which  has  been  offered  to  you  as  a  duplicate,  I  cannot  say. 

It  is  however,  not  true ,  as  published,  that  it  is  now  in  my  possession.  ” 
Respectfully,  Jefferson  Davis 

Now  convinced  of  the  authenticity  of  Dr.  Taylor’s  specimen  and  die,  Mr. 
Mason,  purchased  them  and,  in  turn,  sold  them  to  J.W.  Scott  &  Company  of 
New  York.  Scott,  in  turn,  re-polished  the  die  (as  it  had  rusted)  and  stamped 
500  tokens  in  white  metal  with  a  special  obverse  advertising  inscription  as 
follows: 

“4  ORIGINALS  STRUCK  BY  ORDER  OF  C.S.A.  IN  NEW  ORLEANS 
1861  REV.  SAME  AS  U.S.  (FROM  ORIGINAL  SCOTT  DIE) 


After  stamping  the  tokens,  which  were  for  resale.  The  Scott  Company 
obtained  500  genuine  1861-0  Half  Dollars,  planed  off  the  union  reverses, 
and  then  re-stamped  them  with  the  Confederate  Reverse  Die.  These  are 
known  as  the  Scott  Restrikes.  They  were  meant  to  be  duplicates  of  the  four 
original  C.S.A.  half  dollars,  as  they  carry  the  same  obverse  and  reverse,  and 
were  struck  over  genuine  1861-0  half  dollars.  To  accomplish  this,  Scott  tool 
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great  care  to  protect  both  the  Confederate  reverse  die,  and  the  obverse  liberty 
seated  design,  which  was  already  present,  from  the  striking  process.  As  can 
be  imagined,  even  though  the  obverse  of  the  coins  were  placed  on  a  sheet  of 
soft  brass  to  cushion  them,  the  obverse  designs  were  obviously  flatted  during 
the  re-strike  process.  Yet  the  reverse  confederate  design  was  well  struck  up, 
bearing  the  short  legacy  of  the  Confederacy,  on  the  genuine  half  dollar 
planchets  from  the  New  Orleans  Mint,  creating  an  uncanny,  yet  striking 
reproduction.  Perhaps  even  more  interesting,  of  the  500  genuine  1861-0  half 
dollars  which  were  acquired  by  J.W.  Scott  &  Co  for  the  re-strikes,  a  handful 
of  these  coins  were  coincidentally  of  the  same  obverse  variety  that  was  in 
existence  at  the  time  the  four  C.S.A.  proof  half  dollars  were  struck. 

The  noted  numismatic  researcher,  Walter  Breen,  had  cataloged  the  “Breen 
4906”  Cracked  Confederate  Obverse  as  Rare.  The  “Crack,  rim  to  bridge  of 
nose  close  to  seventh  star”  die  was  earlier  used  to  make  the  4  original 
Confederate  Proofs.  While  making  the  re-stuck  coins  as  souvenirs,  to  be  later 
sold  at  $2  each,  J.W.  Scott  created  his  own  numismatic  rarity  by 
inadvertently  pairing  a  handful  of  re-strikes  with  the  exact  same  coin 
diagnostics  as  the  original  four  Confederate  Half  dollars.  This  accidental  die 
pairing,  coupling  only  a  few  dozen  examples  at  most,  are  nearly  numismatic 
clones  of  the  four  original  proofs,  rather  than  just  a  re-strike  of  the  coin  using 
the  infamous  Confederate  reverse  design  !

California 

The  first  quarter  released  in  2005  honors 
California,  and  is  the  31st  in  the  United  States 
Mint’s  50  State  Quarters®  Program. 

California  was  admitted  into  the  Union  on 
September  9,  1850,  becoming  our  Nation’s 
31s'  State.  Nicknamed  the  “Golden  State,” 

California’s  quarter  depicts  naturalist  and 
conservationist  John  Muir  admiring  Yosemite 
Valley’s  monolithic  granite  headwall  known 
as  “Half  Dome”  and  also  contains  a  soaring 
California  condor.  The  coin  bears  the  inscriptions  “California,”  “John  Muir,” 
“Yosemite  Valley”  and  “1850.” 

In  1849,  the  year  before  California  gained  statehood,  the  family  of  1 1-year- 
old  John  Muir  emigrated  from  Scotland  to  the  United  States,  settling  in 
Wisconsin.  In  1868,  at  the  age  of  30,  Muir  sailed  up  the  West  Coast  and 
landed  in  San  Francisco.  He  made  his  home  in  the  Yosemite  Valley, 
describing  the  Sierra  Nevada  Mountains  as  “the  Range  of  Light...  the  most 
divinely  beautiful  of  all  the  mountain  chains  I  have  seen.”  He  devoted  the 
rest  of  his  life  to  the  conservation  of  natural  beauty,  publishing  more  than 
300  articles  and  10  books  that  expanded  his  naturalist  philosophy. 

In  1890,  Congress  established  Yosemite  National  Park,  and  in  1892  John 
Muir  helped  form  the  Sierra  Club  to  protect  it,  serving  as  that  organization’s 
President  until  his  death  in  1914. 

The  California  condor,  with  a  wingspan  as  long  as  nine  feet,  is  also  featured 
on  the  coin  in  a  tribute  to  the  successful  repopulation  of  the  once  nearly 
extinct  bird. 

The  20-member  California  State  Quarter  Commission  was  formed  to  solicit 
design  concepts  from  California  citizens  and  to  review  all  submissions.  The 
Commission  forwarded  20  design  concepts  to  Governor  Gray  Davis’s  office 
for  further  consideration.  From  these,  five  were  chosen  as  finalists  and  sent 
for  final  review  to  the  United  States  Mint.  Governor  Arnold  Schwarzenegger 
chose  the  final  selection  from  this  group  of  five.  The  four  other  design 
concepts  considered  included  “Waves  and  Sun,”  “Gold  Miner,”  “Golden 
Gate  Bridge,”  and  the  “Giant  Sequoia”  design.  The  Department  of  Treasury' 
approved  the  “John  Muir/Yosemite  Valley”  design  on  4/15/04.

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UNITED  STATES  COINS— A  “PRIMER” 
KENNEDY  HALF-DOLLARS 

This  historical  information  is  compiled  from  the  U.S.  Coins  Series 
compliments  of  Numismatic  Guarantee  Corporation. 

It  is  said  that  every  American  who  was  alive  in  1963  remembers  exactly  what 
he  or  she  was  doing  at  the  moment  they  heard  the  news  of  President  Kennedy 
being  shot.  Then,  just  a  couple  of  hours  later,  came  the  awful  report  that  he 
had  died.  It’s  hard  for  anyone  who  was  not  a  witness  to  those  sad  days  to 
fully  comprehend  the  sense  of  loss  which  overtook  the  nation.  This  grief 
found  expression  in  the  renaming  of  many  civic  structures,  roadways  and 
even  geographical  features  in  honor  of  the  slain  leader.  Of  all  these 
memorials,  however,  the  United  States  half  dollar  bearing  Kennedy’s  familiar 
likeness  will  almost  certainly  survive  the  longest,  since  coins,  being  nearly 
indestructible,  have  a  long  track  record  as  the  most  durable  witnesses  to 
history.  The  story  of  the  Kennedy  half  dollar’s  inception  is  perhaps  best  told 
in  the  words  of  then  Chief  Engraver  of  the  United  States  Mint,  the  late  Gilroy 
Roberts:  “ Shortly  after  the  tragedy  of  President  Kennedy’s  death, 

November  22,  1963,  Miss  Eva  Adams,  the  Director  of  the  Mint,  telephoned 
me  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  and  explained  that  serious  consideration  was 
being  given  to  placing  President  Kennedy’s  portrait  on  a  new  design  U.S. 
silver  coin  and  that  the  quarter  dollar,  half  dollar  or  the  one  dollar  were 
under  discussion.  A  day  or  so  later,  about  November  27,  Miss  Adams  called 
again  and  informed  me  that  the  half  dollar  had  been  chosen  for  the  new 
design,  that  Mrs.  Kennedy  did  not  want  to  replace  Washington 's  portrait  on 
the  quarter  dollar.  Also  it  had  been  decided  to  use  the  profile  portrait  that 
appears  on  our  Mint  list  medal  for  President  Kennedy'  and  the  President ’s 
Seal  that  has  been  used  on  the  reverse  of  this  and  other  Mint  medals.  ”  This 
work  was  undertaken  immediately,  Gilroy  Roberts  sculpting  the  portrait 
obverse,  while  his  longtime  Assistant  Engraver,  Frank  Gasparro,  prepared 
the  reverse  model  bearing  the  presidential  seal.  Both  were  amply  experienced 
in  these  tasks.  Along  with  the  sculpting  of  various  mint  medals,  Roberts  had 
prepared  the  models  of  John  R.  Sinnock’s  design  for  the  Benjamin  Franklin 
half  dollar  of  1948,  following  Sinnock’s  death  the  previous  year.  Gasparro 
too  was  a  veteran  of  numerous  medal  designs,  and  he  had  most  recently 
created  the  new  reverse  which  debuted  on  the  Lincoln  cent  in  1959.  For  these 
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two  artists,  time  was  of  the  essence,  as  the  new  year  loomed  ahead,  and  the 
Treasury  Department  did  not  want  to  issue  any  of  the  existing-type  Franklin 
half  dollars  dated  1964.  Complicating  matters  still  further  was  a  severe, 
nationwide  shortage  of  all  coins.  Half  dollars  of  one  type  or  the  other  had  to 
be  ready  for  coining  early  in  the  new  year  to  avert  a  worsening  of  this 
shortage. 

In  the  meantime,  however,  there  was  a  legal  hurdle  to  overcome:  Under 
existing  law,  U.  S.  coin  designs  could  not  be  changed  more  often  than  ever}' 
25  years;  the  Franklin  half  was  then  only  15  years  old,  and  its  replacement 
would  quite  literally  require  an  act  of  Congress.  Partisan  disputes  were 
largely  set  aside  in  recognition  of  the  nation’s  and  the  world’s  loss,  and 
Congress  managed  to  pass  legislation  permitting  a  change  in  the  half  dollar’s 
design  with  only  a  few'  weeks’  debate.  The  Act  of  December  30,  1963  made 
the  Kennedy  half  dollar  a  reality. 

Using  his  existing  models  for  JFK’s  presidential  medal  as  a  guide,  Roberts 
completed  his  initial  rendering  of  the  half  dollar  within  days  of  its 
commissioning.  Gasparro,  too,  worked  feverishly,  and  trial  strikes  of  the 
Kennedy  half  were  run  off  and  dispatched  to  Mint  Director  Adams  on 
December  13.  A  few  days  later,  these  were  viewed  by  the  President’s  widow, 
Jacqueline,  and  brother,  U.  S.  Attorney  General  Robert  F.  Kennedy. 
Incorporating  some  of  Mrs.  Kennedy’s  comments  into  his  revised  models, 
Roberts  had  additional  trial  strikes  coined.  These  were  viewed  and  approved 
by  Treasury  Secretary  Douglas  Dillon,  who  agreed  that  Mrs.  Kennedy’s 
wishes  had  been  met. 

The  first  Kennedy  half  dollars  made  for  distribution  were  proofs  coined  early 
in  1964.  By  January  30,  regular-issue  coinage  began  at  the  Denver  Mint,  and 
the  Philadelphia  Mint  followed  suit  the  week  after.  These  coins  were  released 
to  the  public  amid  much  fanfare  and  anticipation  on  March  24,  1964.  Despite 
limiting  the  number  of  coins  they  would  sell  to  each  individual,  banks  were 
quickly  denuded  of  their  supplies;  few  of  the  coins  ever  achieved  actual 
circulation.  From  its  very  inception,  the  Kennedy  half  dollar  became  a 
keepsake,  one  cherished  not  only  by  Americans  but  by  the  late  President’s 
many  foreign  admirers,  as  well. 

The  number  of  Kennedy  halves  produced  during  1964  was  enormous  in 
comparison  to  previous  half  dollar  mintages.  Despite  this,  the  coins 
continued  to  disappear  as  fast  as  they  were  issued.  With  the  nationwide 
shortage  of  all  coins  showing  no  let-up,  Congress  enacted  a  law  which 
permitted  freezing  the  1964  date  on  U.  S.  coins  until  such  time  as  the  crisis 
passed.  This  was  done  in  an  effort  to  discourage  hoarding  by  collectors  and 
speculators,  but  the  real  problem  lay  in  methods  of  distribution  and 
recirculation,  rather  than  being  caused  by  the  insignificant  actions  of 
hobbyists. 

When  Congress  opted  to  eliminate  silver  from  the  dime  and  quarter 
beginning  in  1965,  it  reached  a  compromise  with  the  half  dollar:  Its  silver 
content,  while  greatly  reduced  overall,  was  placed  almost  entirely  at  the 
coin’s  surface  by  bonding  three  strips  of  metal,  the  innermost  one  being 
primarily  copper  These  “silver-clad”  pieces  were  coined  from  1965  through 
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1970.  Despite  these  various  steps,  Kennedy  half  dollars  still  failed  to 
circulate  to  any  great  extent,  and  the  question  of  eliminating  its  silver  content 
altogether  was  eventually  raised.  After  protracted  debate  during  1969-70,  a 
bill  was  finally  passed  near  the  end  of  1970  which  called  for  the  coining  of 
half  dollars  in  the  same  composition  used  since  1965  for  the  dime  and 
quarter:  two  outer  layers  of  copper  and  nickel  bonded  to  an  inner  core  of 
pure  copper.  From  1971  onward,  the  Kennedy  half  dollar  would  bear  the  red 
edge  which  had  already  become  familiar  to  Americans  who  mourned  the 
passing  of  silver  from  the  nation’s  coinage.  Alas,  even  this  concession  was 
not  enough  to  make  half  dollars  reappear  in  circulation,  and  today  they  are 
known  only  to  coin  collectors  and  gambling  casino  patrons. 

For  the  nation’s  bicentennial  in  1976,  a  special  reverse  was  prepared  by  Seth 
G.  Huntington  which  depicted  Philadelphia’s  Independence  Hall,  birthplace 
of  the  United  States.  Huntington’s  design  had  been  selected  from  among 
numerous  entries  in  a  1973  competition.  Bicentennial  halves  bearing  the  dual 
dates  1776-1976  were  coined  during  1975  and  1976  in  both  copper-nickel- 
clad  and  silver-clad  compositions.  The  latter  were  not  released  to  circulation, 
but  rather  were  sold  at  a  premium  to  collectors  in  both  uncirculated  and  proof 
editions. 

There  are  no  rare  date/mint  combinations  in  the  Kennedy  half  dollar  series, 
although  some  pieces  saw  limited  distribution.  Proofs  were  coined  for 
collectors  in  1964  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  and  since  1968  at  the  San 
Francisco  Mint.  So-called  “special  mint  set’’  coins  were  offered  in  place  of 
true  proofs  during  1965-67,  and  these  are  usually  collected  in  conjunction 
with  the  proof  sets.  The  1970-D  half  dollars  were  struck  only  to  fill  that 
year’s  orders  for  mint  sets,  pending  the  change  to  copper-nickel  coinage;  the 
silver-clad,  bicentennial  halves  were  likewise  coined  only  for  collectors.  In 
1987,  the  Mint  announced  that  no  half  dollars  of  that  date  would  be  issued 
for  circulation,  and  this  caused  a  surge  in  the  number  of  mint  sets  ordered. 
Finally,  since  1992,  the  Mint  has  offered  proof  sets  of  both  the  conventional 
copper-nickel  coinage  and  ones  in  which  the  dime,  quarter  and  half  are  .900 
fine  silver,  the  composition  used  in  1964  and  earlier  years.

Dealer  Code  of  Ethics 

As  a  TNA  Member  Dealer,  I  agree  to  comply  with  the  following  principles: 

To  comply  with  both  the  ANA  and  TNA  Member  Code  of  Ethics. 

To  purchase  and  sell  numismatic  items  at  prices  commensurate  with  a  reasonable 
return  to  the  seller  and  for  a  reasonable  return  on  my  investment  with  regards  to  the 
then  prevailing  rate. 

To  furnish  my  clientele  with  accurate  advice  on  numismatic  information  to  the  best  of 
my  ability. 

To  not  knowingly  handle  for  resale  forgeries,  counterfeits,  unmarked  copies,  altered 
coins  or  other  spurious  numismatic  merchandise  that  is  not  clearly  labeled  as  such  or 
to  purchase  or  offer  for  sale  any  merchandise  that  1  have  reason  to  believe  stolen. 

To  frequently  publish  my  statement  of  return  privileges,  which  will  allow  my 
customers  a  designated  period  of  time  in  which  to  return  numismatic  material  for  a 
refund,  except  bullion  or  bullion  related  which  material  may  not  be  returned  for  a 

refund.  Said  period  of  time  shall  not  be  less  than  fifteen  (l  5)  days  from  the  recorded 

date  of  receipt  or  other  transmittal  of  said  material  or  not  less  than  ten  (10)  days  after 
my  customer’s  receipt  thereof  or  my  attempted  delivery  thereof  to  my  customer, 
whichever  time  period  shall  be  the  earlier.  If  a  customer  submits  what  they  believe  to 
be  an  improperly  described  or  over  graded  coin  to  a  certification  service  for 
authentication  or  grading  and  notifies  me  of  such  submission  within  ten  (10)  days  of 
my  date  of  mailing  or  other  delivery,  I  will  continue  to  recognize  his/her  return 
privilege  for  thirty  (30)  days  after  my  customer's  receipt  of  said  coin  from  me.  In  an 
auction  sale  of  consigned  material,  the  return  privilege  period  may  be  made  available 
only  to  mail  bidders,  and  the  period  for  the  return  of  such  material  may  be  limited  to 
five  (5)  days  from  the  mail  bidder’s  receipt  thereof  or  fifteen  (15)  days  from  the 
bidder’s  receipt  of  the  invoice  for  such  material  or  my  attempted  delivery  of  my 
invoice  thereof,  whichever  time  period  shall  be  the  earlier.  Whether  or  not  an  item 
has  been  returned  within  the  limited  return  period,  a  dealer  may  be  subject  to 
expulsion  or  other  disciplinary  action  for: 

a)  The  intentional  sale  of  any  counterfeit  item  or  any  item  with  an  altered  date 
or  mintmark; 

b)  The  intentional  misrepresentation  as  to  the  grade  of  any  item;  or 

c)  The  failure  or  refusal  to  provide  a  refund  or  replacement  for  any  item 
referred  to  in  a)  or  b)  preceding,  whether  or  not  the  sale  or 
misrepresentation  was  intentional.  However,  recognizing  that  there  are 
different  standards  of  grading  since  grading  is  an  art,  not  a  science,  and  that 
the  various  grading  services  can  and  do  disagree  with  grades,  a  dealer  who 
prominently  displays  their  grading  standards  may  not  be  penalized  under 
this  subparagraph  if  the  coin  meets  their  advertised  standards. 

Anything  herein  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  I  shall  have  the  right  to  enforce  my 
written  terms  of  sale  furnished  to  a  customer  or  the  written  provisions  of  my  contract 
w  ith  a  customer,  even  if  such  terms  and/or  provisions  restrict  or  prohibit  the  return  of 
numismatic  material,  contrary'  to  the  return  privilege  provisions  set  forth  herein. 
However,  said  terms  and  provisions  may  not  provide  a  time  limit  for  the  return  of  a 
counterfeit  coin  unless  1  have  informed  my  customer  that  a  coin  may  not  be  genuine 
and  hc/shc  has  agreed  that  the  coin  cannot  be  returned  to  me  for  a  refund 
In  the  event  it  is  determined  to  be  counterfeit. 

I  agree  to  abide  by  all  local,  state  and  federal  laws  in  all  numismatic  matters  and  to 
assist  in  the  prosecution  of  violators  of  the  law  in  this  respect. 
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I  agree  to  recognize  and  respect  my  own  contracts  and  business  dealings  and  those  of 
fellow  members  of  the  Association. 

To  refrain  from  making  unjustified  and/or  false  statements  or  misrepresentations  in 
my  relations  with  others,  and  to  fully  cooperate  in  the  advancement  of  our  hobby  and 
business  in  my  relations  with  collector  and  dealer  alike. 

1  agree  that  my  use  of  the  TNA  Member  Dealer  Logo  is  subject  to  revocation  at  any 
time  by  the  TNA  Board  of  Governors. 

Any  violation  of  this  code  will  be  grounds  for  expulsion  from  the  Texas  Numismatic 
Association. 

Member  Code  of  Ethics 

Membership  in  the  Texas  Numismatic  Association  is  a  privilege  extended  to  those 
persons  and  organizations  deemed  worthy  thereof  and  is  not  a  matter  of  right.  Such 
membership  can  be  maintained  unless  the  Board  of  Governors  determines  that  the 
conduct  of  a  member  has  been  such  that,  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Association, 
his/her  membership  should  be  terminated. 

For  the  guidance  of  its  members,  this  Code  of  Ethics  has  been  duly  adopted  by  the 
Board  of  Governors  under  the  authority  vested  in  it  by  the  laws  of  The  State  of  Texas 
and  the  bylaws  of  the  Association. 

Any  violation  of  this  code  will  be  grounds  for  expulsion  from  the  Texas  Numismatic

“copy,”  “restrike, ”  or  “reproduction,”  incused  in  the  metal  or  printed  on  the  paper 
thereof,  with  the  exception  of  items  generally  accepted  by  numismatists  and  not  in 
any  way  misrepresented  as  genuine. 

To  represent  a  numismatic  item  to  be  genuine  only  when,  to  the  best  of  my 
knowledge  and  belief,  it  is  authentic. 

To  fulfill  all  contracts  made  by  me,  either  oral  or  written,  to  make  prompt  payments 
upon  delivery  and  to  return  immediately  any  item  that  is  not  satisfactory. 

To  give  aid  to  members  in  their  quest  for  numismatic  knowledge. 

To  comply  with  the  Dealer  Code  of  Ethics  with  respect  to  my  sale  or  purchase  of  any 
numismatic  item.

It 
looks  like  Boy  Scout  token,  but  has  a  zip  code  on  the  reverse  so  it 
was  made  at  earliest  in  the  1960’s 
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•  A  Franklin  mint  medal,  dated  1971,  of  yellow  bronze  or  red  brass, 
commemorating  Benjamin  Franklin. 

•  And  a  third  medal,  Nickel,  commemorating  The  Byrd  Antarctic 
Expedition  of  1928-30. 

Pal  brought: 

•  A  book  he  found  at  Half-Price  Books,  The  New  York  Times  Guide 
to  Coin  Collecting.  This  one  was  cheap  cheap! 

•  “Good  for”  tokens,  from  Paige,  TX,  issued  by  Chas.  Kuhn,  General 
Merchandise.  Denominations  were  50  cents,  10  cents  and  5  cents. 

The  other  Roger  brought  a  “mystery”  paper  item:  A  1  Dollar  note  from 
Trinidad  and  Tobago,  dated  January  1939

23AD. 

•  And  last,  a  tetradrachim  from  Roman  Egypt,  Alexandria,  with  the 
goddess  Fortuna  holding  a  ship’s  rudder  and  a  Cornucopia,  24 1  - 
242AD. 

Ronnie  brought  an  article  found  on  the  internet,  supposedly  from  an  Saudi 
newspaper,  describing  the  Finding  of  a  new  type  of  ancient  coin  —  but  article 
has  a  picture  of  a  silly  token  from  Puerto  Rico.

Greater  Houston  Coin  Club,  (Club  Newsletter) 

Richard  Laster  called  the  November  meeting  of  the  Greater  Houston  Coin 
Club  to  order  at  7:00  p.m.  There  were  36  members  and  three  guests  in 
attendance.  The  guests  were  Tony  Delong,  Michael  Villalva,  and  Connie 
Will.  The  evenings’  educational  program  was  devoted  to  Veterans  Day. 
Sebastian  Frommhold,  a  career  chemist,  kicked  off  the  program  by  providing 
a  humorous  recollection  of  operating  a  “chemical  car  wash”  and  of  wearing 
green  camouflage  in  Desert  Storm.  He  followed  his  recollections  with  a 
solicitation  for  other  club  members  to  share  their  military  experiences.  The 
following  are  excerpts  from  the  speakers: 

Barney  Loebe  recounted  moving  obstacles  from  the  Normandy  Beaches 
in  the  days  before  D-Day.  Barney  is  a  Purple  Heart  recipient. 
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Bill  Watson  humorously  recalled  his  experiences  as  a  Marine, 
specifically  speaking  of  completing  the  same  job  again,  and  again,  and 

again .  Clearly,  the  military  has  perfected  the  art  of  repetition 

Mike  Greenspan  spoke  of  not  being  happy  as  a  student  in  engineering 
school  working  at  Bell  Labs  and  deciding  to  join  the  military.  He  passed 
around  the  actual  recruiting  picture  that  led  him  to  join  the  Air  Force. 
Coincidentally,  he  later  flew  the  exact  B-58  plane  that  was  featured  in 
the  recruiting  picture. 

Jerry  Myers  recalled  graduating  as  an  LSU  civil  engineer  in  1965  and 
being  drafted  in  the  Army  in  1970.  Gerald  humorously  recalled  a 
military  career  of  contradictions.  He  initially  wanted  to  be  a  Base 
Engineer,  so  the  Army  made  him  an  MP.  As  an  MP,  he  wanted  to  wear 
white  gloves  and  direct  traffic,  so  the  Army  sent  him  to  a  nuclear  facility 
to  walk  patrol  dogs  in  cold  weather.  His  next  stint  was  that  of  a  dog 
trainer.  When  Mike  was  told  that  the  Army  had  too  many  servicemen 
and  that  he  needed  to  either  reenlist  or  leave,  he  said  his  decision  to 
leave  was  an  easy  one. 

Charles  Tompkins  mentioned  his  grandfather’s  medals  received  for 
heroism  on  the  Normandy  Beaches.  Charles’  family  has  a  long  military 
history,  and  he  expressed  regret  that  he  had  not  brought  his  great  great 
grandfather’s  discharge  papers  from  the  Civil  War  for  everyone  to  see. 
Maybe  he  will  bring  these  interesting  historical  documents  to  a  future 
meeting. 

Danny  Woodard  mentioned  that  his  uncle  will  be  leaving  for  Iraq  soon. 
To  wrap  up  the  educational  program,  Sebastian  gave  a  tongue-in-cheek  talk 
on  the  evolution  of  rations  in  the  U.S.  military.  From  C  rations,  to  K  rations, 
to  the  more  contemporary  MRE’s,  in  Sebastian’s  humble  opinion,  the  best 
idea  for  these  quick  meals  was  the  provision  to  include  Tabasco  sauce  to 
mask  the  flavor.  He  fondly  recalled  the  nicknames  for  the  MRE’s  which  he 
ate  during  Desert  Storm.  Instead  of  Meal  Ready  to  Eat,  some  other  names 
coined  by  the  consumers  were  Meal  Refused  by  Ethiopians  or  Meals 
Refusing  to  Exit.  In  closing,  Sebastian  thanked  all  contributors  to  the 
program  and  lamented  that  the  job  of  removing  Saddam  Hussein  from  power 
was  not  completed  during  Desert  Storm.  He  expressed  hope  and 
encouragement  for  our  military  forces  and  wished  for  safe  and  quick  returns 
for  all  the  individuals  currently  serving  in  the  Middle  East. 

For  November  Show  and  Tell,  members  were  requested  to  bring  examples  of 
other  collecting  interests  other  than  coins.  Sebastian  kicked  things  off  by 
sharing  his  Steiff  Teddy  bear  collection.  As  many  have  heard,  the  “Teddy 
bear’’  was  born  when  reporters  printed  the  story  of  Teddy  Roosevelt  refusing 
to  shoot  a  bear  cub  on  a  hunting  expedition.  Sebastian  spoke  of  Teddy  bear 
grading  and  was  happy  to  report  that  there  are  only  a  handful  of  grades  and 
that  no  grading  service  has  started  encapsulating  Teddy  bears.  His  oldest 
bear  dates  back  to  the  late  I920’s.  The  following  are  excerpts  from  other 
contributors: 

Richard  Easter  shared  some  examples  from  this  Texas  governor's 
autograph  collection.  He  possesses  all  but  three,  one  of  the  missing 
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being  the  current  governor  Rick  Perry. 

Barney  Loebe  showed  some  examples  from  his  automobile  picture 
collection. 

John  Barber  showed  pictures  of  some  of  the  cars  from  his  automobile 
collection  including  a  picture  of  the  very  first  car  he  obtained  as  a 
teenager.  That  car  is  a  1932  Ford  3  window  coupe  made  famous  as  the 
“Deuce  Coupe.” 

Eve  Barber  shared  that  there  is  not  much  discretionary  money  left  in  the 
Barber  budget  with  John  collecting  coins,  cars,  and  trains,  so  she  collects 
a  particular  brand  of  glassware  produced  in  Franklin,  Oklahoma.  She 
can  normally  find  pieces  at  reasonable  prices. 

Danny  Woodard  brought  a  G1  Joe  figurine  which  he  has  never  removed 
from  its  original  box  and  a  bottle  which  he  purchased  that  contained  the 
original  Dr.  Pepper  formula. 

Claude  Mathes  brought  an  approximately  30-year  old  Matchbox  car  in 
its  original  box  of  issue  and  a  knife  from  his  Gulf  Oil  memorabilia 
collection. 

Michael  Wolford  brought  transit  system  maps  and  timetables  from  cities 
around  the  country.  Fie  was  also  able  to  acquire  a  few  transportation 
tokens  in  the  auction  following  the  meeting. 

In  one  of  the  most  entertaining  presentations,  Tom  Cooper  displayed 
examples  from  his  advertising  sign  and  beer  stein  collections. 

Mike  Prestridge  concluded  Show  and  Tell  by  presenting  two  name  tags 
on  neck  chains,  one  for  a  free  black  and  one  for  a  slave.  He  wasn’t  sure 
if  either  was  authentic,  but  similar  tags  were  used  prior  to  the  Civil  War. 
Carl  Schwenker  reported  that  most  details  for  ^Money  Show  of  the 
Southwest  have  been  finalized  and  it  is  time  for  all  club  members  to  start 
promoting  the  show.  Carl  revealed  an  aggressive  public  advertising 
campaign  that  will  include  billboards  strategically  located  throughout  the 
Greater  Houston  area  as  well  as  radio  and  TV  spots.  He  also  announced  that 
there  will  prizes  awarded  to  the  best  youth  and  adult  educational  exhibits  at 
the  show.  Each  prize  will  include  a  plaque  and  a  $100  gift  certificate  that 
can  be  redeemed  at  dealer  tables  during  the  show.  Contact  Richard  Laster  if 
you  would  like  to  enter  an  exhibit.  As  the  Money  Show  grows  both  in  size 
and  stature,  its  need  for  volunteer  help  increases.  PLEASE  consider 
volunteering  your  time  from  Wednesday  (January  27th)  to  Sunday  (January 
30th)  The  Money  Show  is  the  GHCC’s  only  fund  raising  event  and  it 
finances  all  of  our  community-oriented  activities  as  well  as  covers  a 
substantial  amount  of  the  administrative  costs  of  running  the  club.  The  Coin 
of  the  Month  drawing  was  won  by  Tom  Bermel.  Tom  chose  the  Barber  dime 
for  December’s  coin.  Bring  your  Barber  dimes  to  the  December  meeting  if 
you  would  like  to  be  included  in  the  lottery  drawing.  You  get  one  ticket  per 
coin  contributed,  and  the  winner  takes  home  all  coins  contributed  and  names 
the  coin  for  the  following  month.  Door  prize  winners  were  selected  by 
random  drawing  and  the  winners  were  Pat  Schwenker  and  Jerry  Myers.
